“ Well, you 
may 
call this good 
winter 
weather, 
the 
old fashioned 
healthful kind and all 
that but we 
fa rm e r are up against a stiff proposi­ 
tion. ” Ijo said a well known Adams 
County farmer this morning in discus 
sing the necessity which confront the 
rural people of hauling water. 
“ Many wells are dry 
which have 
never I cen known to fail Iiefore” he 
continued, “ and the number of pi >ple 
hauling water is larger 
than I have 
ever Known it. 
This is had enough in 
summer but now in winter, with tem 
perature down to zero, 
it 
is awful. 
We have to drive our cattle to water 
also and if you people 
here in town 
will just picture 
yourselves driving 
some cattle a half mile or so on these 
frosty mornings you 
can understand 
how we fell aliout it. 
“ W hat we want d. of course, was a 
go*a1, long m il heavy rain before frees , 
ing 
weather. 
Now 
the freeze bas 
come and it is doubtful if this snow — J 
when it melts 
will mean much to us 
for by that tune the ground 
will ho 
hard and it is not 
likely 
the water 
will go through. 
“ Really th** condition is serious for 
there is no telling how much longer 
we will have to go on in this way and 
if it is to continue all winter it will 
make our lives very burdensome. 
“ Just now a suggestion in the well 
digging 
proposition 
seems timely. 
Too in I* ny of our farmers when 
they 
dig wells stop just as mm rn 
as water 
is reached instead 
of going fartbei 
down where a larger flow can lie ob 
tained. 
This is the cause for much 
of this scarcity 
row, 
I believe, and 
many people are inconvenienced 
l o ­ 
calise their w e lls 
wore 
not properly 
constructed in the first place.”

The Hum of the Hive. 


Every progressive beekeeper sepa­ 
rate* tim light colored clover honey 
from the dark fall hooey. 
A grove on the mirth of au apiary 
helps to insure euccessfnl wintering. 
The trees b re a k to a great extent th* 
force of the w inter’* wind. 
The old eight fram e hive is largely 
a thing of the (last, the ten fram e hire 
having taken its place, but a tw elve 
fram e hive would be even latter. 
Never extract honey before at least 
two-thirds of the comb is sealed or 
capped over; otherwise the honey I* 
not ripe enough and will ferment. 
The best way to strain honey I* to 
extract it. 
Strained honey is never 
satisfactory, mixed a* it alway* I* 
with pollen and often with dead bee* 
and blood. 
The Italian bee la at present th* 
m ost popular because of its ability 
to work and its com parative mild- 
■ens of temper. It Is quieter than the 
black bee, w hich formerly was the fa­ 
vorite. 
As soon as the comb honey la re­ 
moved from the hives it is beet to 
serape the propolis or bec glue from 
the section boxes at once, aud nothing 
la better for this purpose than a sharp 
batcher knife, but care must be taken 
not to gash the surface of the combe.
